Some 
of  the  later  varieties  are  priced  low  because  I  have  a  sur¬ 
plus  of  those  varieties.

DAHLIA  CATALOG.  The  best  of  the  new  and  some  of 
the  old  varieties  that  are  still  worth  while  growing.  All  new 
introductions  are  grown  from  introducer  s  stock.  This  stock 
consists  of  the  highest  quality  field  grown  roots.  They  are 
fully  guaranteed  true  to  name  and  to  arrive  in  good  grow¬ 
ing  condition.  As  a  rule  Roots  and  Green  plants  will  give 

equally  good  results,  if  plants  are  given  immediate  care 

on  arrival.  The  plants  are  all  hardened  off  before  being 
shipped,  and  packed  so  that  they  will  arrive  in  good 

condition. 

Our  advice  with  plants  on  arrival  is,  to  pot  them  in 

about  4-inch  pots  for  a  short  while  to  give  them  a  chance 
to  rest  up  after  the  trip.  A  week  or  two  should  be  suffi¬ 
cient  to  get  the  plant  in  shape  to  plant  out.  Be  governed 
by  the  ground  conditions,  also  the  weather,  when  you  do 
plant  out.  Try  this  method  if  you  have  never  tried  it 

before.  You  won’t  be  sorry  for  the  extra  trouble.  It  really 


means  the  difference  between  success  and  failure.  The 
above  also  applies  to  rooted  cuttings.  Now  when  potting 
rooted  cuttings,  don’t  put  the  roots  clear  to  the  bottom  of 
the  pot.  Hold  the  plant  between  your  thumb  and  first 
finger  and  let  some  dirt  sift  through  to  the  bottom  of  the 
pot — about  one-half  full.  Then  set  the  plant  and,  still  hold¬ 
ing  it,  fill  the  pot  with  dirt.  After  filling  the  pot  shake 
it  down  to  settle  the  dirt  firmly  about  the  roots.  Last,  press 
that  dirt  in  the  pot  with  both  thumbs  to  be  sure  the  plant 
sets  in  the  pot  properly.

Don’t  expect  to  grow  them  as  well 
as  some  of  your  friends  and  neighbors  who  have  been 
growing  them  for  years.  Keep  at  it.  You’ll  get  there. 
Don’t  be  afraid  to  ask  questions.  You  indoor  workers  get 
outside  after  the  evening  meal,  and  get  your  feet  in  the 
ground,  and  potter  around  among  the  flowers,  and  you  will 
experience  that  something  that  changes  your  whole  make¬ 
up.  (Ladies  please  don’t  misinterpret  what  I  mean.)  Try 
it.  Drop  me  a  line  occasionally  and  let  me  know  how  you 
are  making  out  in  your  new  pastime. 

Always  pleased  to  talk  or  write  about  Dahlias. 

For  you  newcomers  especially.  If  undecided  as  to  which 
varieties  you  would  like  to  buy,  let  me  suggest  the  follow¬ 
ing:
